GLOOMY GRANDEUR

with tho sufferin^i, death, and resurrection of 
our Lord. Of these there are altogether about 
neventy. 

Of course the object of chief attraction is 
that after which the building lakes ils name, 
the Holy Sepulchre. Externally it is covered 
by a small marble house, 26 feet long by 1& 
feet broad, and surmounted by a dome some- 
what resembling a erown. A number of lamps 
of gold and silver, hung from the roof, are 
burning continually, while fragrant perfumes 
and sweet incense fill the air- 

THE GARDEN OF GETHSEMANE 

There is, too, the Garden of Gethsemnnc, 
a spot to which Jesus loved to go, and where 
the most solemn and painful scene in laa life 
took place. It lies outside of Jerusalem, not 
for from the walls of the city, on the west 
tide. If you walk down the hill on which the 
city stands, on that side, it brings you to tho 
valley of Kedron. Cross the little stream on 
a stone bridge of one arch, and just on the 
other «ide you come to another hill That is 
e port of the Mount of Olives, upon tfce sum- 
mit of which, you will remember, Jcsua i-sst 
stood before He ascended into Heaven. 
There are trees scattered over the sido of th'a 
hill, and a atone wall has been built round 
some of these to represent the Garden of 
Gefbscmane* The gate U kept locked and in 
charge of a monk, who levies a fee en every 
visitor Within the enclosure a flower garden 
is cultivated for the purpose of selling flow- 
era tothose who visit the hallowed spot. There 
are eight large olive trees of great antiquity 
[n different parts of the garden, and it is im- 
possible to resist the feeling of almost insuf- 
ferable solemnity and awe which creeps over 
one who sits beneath one of theso old trees 
and thinks.

Here is the Son 
of God, suffering and dying for yotb 

You flay it is a mystery. I admit it it a mys- 
tery. Are not both the natural and mental 
worlds full of mysteries?

Is it not strange that you 
can send your thoughts away faster than light- 
ning? You surely are not going to be so fool- 
ish as to reject facts because they are mys- 
teries — that is beyond your ability to com- 
prehend or to explain?

ffija was not a new Gospel, for it had been 
proclaimed by Cod's "holy preprints sim-p 
the world began." This makes ua think of 
i^C consistency cf the Divine mesaaitea 
ihiotphont the oge=. Come people speak of 
•lie dispensations and revelations of God aa 
tliouph each vr-\r. net the complement of the 
others. In the Bible record? t!:u iiieadayea may 
re*m detached — this Laweivcr. th&t Praphei, 
ihe Preachers nnd Seers, each ullers hia own 
Tncssflge — but God's revelalioris were ever un- 
folding. Since the promise in Eden, "The 
reed of the woman shall bruise the serpent's 
head," to the record of the Apostle John in 
Revelation. "Unto Him that loved us and 
*4ahtd us from our sins in His own Blood. 
and hulli made us kings and priests unlo Cod" 
—all along God made it plain that He wanted 
a holy people. 

I spoke juflt now of the Cospel of Full Sal- 
vation. Well, here is a section of the message: 
* * "being delivered out of the hands of our 
raenuW There is plenty of room in us nil in 
plead for forgiveness, but the provision goes 
much further than that It Rives freedom from 
ihe pollution and power of sin, as well as the 
love of it. Evils that have had their hand upon 
in and have held us in bondage — truly our 
most deadly enemies — nhall have this grip re- 
moved, and their power broken.

Christ cjn deliver us out of the hands of 
spiritual enemies, and make us free lo "serve 
Him without fear in Holiness and Righteous- 
nm all the days of our life." 

I like the bracketing of those two words —

together, they beautifully cover all the ospects 
of one's life.

The 
order of words ts reversed, but the idea is the 
same. "Holiness" — "a pure heart" — and the 
word "Righteousness" — "clean hands." You 
see the combination— the inward man sancti- 
ned and the outward man working consist- 
ently tn the activities oF life: the inner and 
outer corresponding with each other. 
Serve Hun Whole-heartedly 

The word "Holiness" hoa several aspect* 
one might dwell upon, "That you may serve 
the Lord whole-heartedly." The great curse 
of religious profession is the "divided heart;" 
people are half-hearted: their minds and 
hearts are set on things contrary to true stand - 
rrda" of Holiness. Therefore, in the cancliricn- 
tion of a man or woman, the whole beiim, the 
heart, with will-power, ambitions, desires and 
hodily energies, are nil brought over to the 
Bide of the Divine Will instead of being in con- 
flict. That is wholc-heurtedness for God. 

Then there is the other aspect — spiritual 
health, wholeness — the cleaning, the removal 
of those things that have defiled the nature, 
nnd cotrupted the motives and purposes and 
affections. Now these things together mean 
glorious deliverance from the unsaiisfaclori- 
ness of life and Btrvice so prevalent where in- 
ward enemies exist; thus wc arc enabled to 
serve God in Holiness and Righteousness. 

That final touch. "All the days of our life." 
is very expressive, because it mar Its the per- 
manence of Sanctified experience. To-day, 
to-morrow nnrl all the morrows are to be spent 
on earth as witnessing a Full Salvation. Oh. 
what days, we shall have if this ts fully re- 
alized. Days of Happiness, dayn of Usefulness. 
days of Power and Victory, crowned even- 
tually with days of Honour and Glory.

covetcusness of priestly powc.- and 
authority of Aaron, and it led to God's 
swift vindication of Aaron. in their 
awful destruction. When the children 
of Israel entered the Land of Promise 
and the walls of Jericho fell before 
them, Achan saw gold and garments 
which he coveted and took to himself, 
regardless of God's commandment, 
bringing defeat to Israel and death to 
his fellow soldiers, foElowcd by the 
certnln doom of himself. 

Old Elf's sons, unsatisfied with the 
rich provisions made for the priest- 
hood, coveted that which God had 
reserved for Sacrifice, and against 
protcBt took that which was forbidden 
for themselves; and, despite God's 
command, (hey coveted the wives and 
maidens that came up to worship at 
God's altar, and when soft-hearted 
old Ell heard about It he only feebly 
reproved them. God's wrath swiftly 
followed with its doom of death and 
loss of the priesthood. 

It was Saul's covctouanesa of the 
cood-will of the people, rather than 
the fnvour of God, that led to his dls- 
obedience and loss M the kingdom.

As we study the history and Biblical 
examples or this sin of covetousncss, 
we sec the deep meaning and truth of 



Paul's word to Timothy, "Thry that 
will be rich fall into temptation and a 
snare and into many foolish ami hurt- 
ful lusts which drown men in di*iru c . 
tion and perdition. For the love of 
money is the root of all evil," 

This sin led to ingratitude toward 
ma uncle and neighborly a^ociaiioii 
with vile sinners in Lot; to . :,vy and 
jealousy and Sacrilege in Xa<ian 3h( ] 
Afailiu; lo disobedience in Saul; to 
sacrilege and licentiousness hi K]j' s 
sons; to adultery and nninU-r and 
brazen robbery in Aliab; to greed and 
lying in Gehazi ; to the betrayal of (he 
innocent Christ with an Impudent kiss 
by Judas; to bold lying to tlic Holy 
Ghost in Ananias and Sapphira. Truly, 
from its poisonous root has sprung up 
the deadly upas-tree of all evil, and 
upon it in manifold ways tins been 
outpoured the wrath of God. showing 
His holy hatred and abhorrence of il. 
Awful Ravages 

A close study of (lie artful ravages 
of this sin in its manifold workings 
would &how that again aud apaiji ii 
has undermined thrones and led to the 
downfall of empires; that it has rotfrd 
away the strong foundation* of chat- 
tily and honesty and truth and good- 
will in whole peoples, ending in the 
collapse of civilizations. 

Once its workings begin in a human 
heart there is no end lo the ruin and 
woe it may work in that soul, and tlien 
in the lives of others. There is no 
height of honour and holiness from 
which _ it may not pull men down; I 
(here is no deptft of pitiless selfish- 
ness, and lying rvnsinn, and braien ef- 
frontery, and self-deception into 
which it may hot plunge men. When 
proclaiming the Ten Commandments 
from the flaming mount, God reserved 
the last to hurl at this sin, not because 
it was least of all the sins forbidden, 
but rather because it was n pnyinmt 
mother of them all. an Instigator and 
ally of all evil. 
This is a alii that reaches out for 



saults upon men well advai 
years. A man In anient devotion in 
Christ may successfully resisi il in his 
youth, and then fall before, it when 
his head is crowned with honour;! ami 
white with the snows of many winters. 
The fear of want In his. old a^-, llic 
natural desire to provide for his Ml- 
drcn and those he loves, may flileiiily, 
secretly lead liim into the deadly .tii- 
bracc of this scrpent-Iikc sin and in 
the shipwreck of his honour, his 
faith, his "first love," Ms simplicity 
in Christ, his unselfish dcvoiion In 
the interests of the Lord and thcsuula 
of his fellow men, and his final re- 
jection In that day when the secrets 
of men's hearts arc revealed and ihrir 
works arc made manifest by fire.

How many men avoid ibis di':i<IIv. 
secret, subtle sin? There is but one 
wav^that Is by following Jesus in 
daily, resolute self-denial, by watch- 
fulness and prayer, by "walking in lhe 
light as He Is 111 the light," by one- 
ness of heart, by humility of mind. t«v 
niter surrender to the Iloly Ghost, hv 
counting all things as loss for ChrUi.

That was news indeed, news which 
awakened some astuuuding thoughts — some precious mem- 
ories — and they were off at once to the spot to see for them- 
selves. And they ran! Sister Mary, who brought them the 
stratigc tidings, had herself come running! Her haste, in the 
early dawn, marking as it did both her own anxiety and 
hope, imparted itself to them, and, leaving her behind, they 
were off racing like young athletes instead of middle-aged 
fishermen! Ah! they were running to find news of Him 
whom they had forsaken! 

ALL FORSOOK HIM AND FLED 

Ves, for so it was. The last time, before these events, 
that we have any authentic news of them, they were run. 
ning away! "They all fursook Hiin and flcdl" says the sac- 
red story. In His dark hour, when the life of suffering was 
coming to the clusing agony, and a horrid death stared Him 
in the face, they left Him to His fate and betook themselves 
to this or that hiding-place for fear of the Jews.

—and away they went! What thoughts must have been 
theirs as they ran! What regrets I What wonderings! What 
memories! What longings! What hopes! 

STILL A REMNANT OF FAITH 

Two things stand out here. Poor runaways as they 
had been — ready to leave their Lord and His love and lose 
all to save their own skins — there »u still some living rem- 
nant of faith in their heart. Simon had been off fishing; the 
other Disciple anywhere but where his Lord was laid. The 
whole affair nf the Trial and Crucifix)™ and the soldier 
Watch looked so black that they had resolved to lie low and 
say nothing! And yet that one word in the dim dawn, while 
it was almost dark, from that half-frightened woman— and 
lo! they were new men again, up and away, and running liltc 
mad to find the Grave and see if He was near! 

Well done, Mary! Your simple witness did accomplish 

a mighty work in those two doubters' souls! It shook them 
to the very foundations! It put new life into the bit of real 

good left in them. It was the right word! It was a word of 

life ! 

Ah I there are tens of thousands of men and women 

around us to-day who would come back to the Saviour they 

have left if only some one would call and tell them that there 

is still hope; that the grave is empty— that their crucified 

Lord is alive and aiking for them.
